JERRY  SHORE,  Pacifica's  Executive  Vice  President,  has  come  to  Los 
Angeles.  Co-director  of  the  Gl  Heidelberg  University  after  the  war,  union 
organizer,  land  development  executive:  Jerry  brings  his  warmth  and  executive 
competence  to  the  management  of  KPFK.  Over  the  next  few  months,  Jerry 
will  be  continuing  to  talk  with  friends  of  KPFK,  gathering  ideas  for  more  in- 
formation,  challenging — and   solvent — broadcasting.    We   welcome   him. 

The  Music  Department  is  functioning  once  again  with  the  appointment  of 
BILL  MALLOCH  as  Music  Director.  A  UCLA  M.A.  in  Musical  Composition — 
his  thesis,  an  orchestral  composition,  was  performed  at  Tanglewood — Bill  has 
also  taught,  published,  and  performed.  The  Brecht  concerts  programmed 
throughout  this  Folio  will  give  some  idea  of  his  familiarity  with  the  standard — 
and  not-so-standard — repertory. 

Also  new  to  KPFK — though  not  to  KPFK  listeners — is  MIKE  TIGAR  who 
joins  the  Public  Affairs  Department.  Mike  has  worked  as  staff  member  and 
volunteer  at  KPFA  in  news,  public  affairs,  children's  programming,  and  drama; 
most  recently,  he  was  Pacifica's  European  Correspondent. 

Now,  where  do  we  get  the  wherewithal  to  pay  these  gentlemen  to  produce 
the  challenging  and  exciting  programs  which  listeners  ought  to  expect?  That 
is  your  decision — read   on. 
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PRIMING  THE  PUMP 

Borrowing  a  line  from  the  New  Deal,  our  Free  Air  Fund  aims  to 
"prime  the  pump"  with  50,000  urgently-needed  dollars.  Since 
you,  the  listener,  are  the  most  vital  part  of  Pacifica,  we  think  it 
time  to  talk  cold  turkey.  Our  financial  problems  are  pressing  — 
not  desperate,  hut  pressing. 

The  Pleasure  Faire  took  us  some  way  toward  our  goal!  But  we 
aren't  resting  on  our  laurels — with  money  a  little  scarce,  we  think 
it  extravagant  to  invest  in  laurels. 

If  we  raise  this  $50,000  to  satisfy  immediate  needs,  we  can  raise 
additional  funds  over  the  year  to  provide  for  more  staff,  ration- 
alize our  financial  operation  on  a  long-range  basis,  and,  most 
important,  improve  the  quality  of  our  broadcasting.  This  is  what 
we  mean  by  priming  the  pump: 

$15,000  TO  RECONSTRUCT  Studio  D.  This  is  the  larger  of  the  two 
studios  in  the  station;  as  it  now  stands,  we  might  as  well 
raise  chickens  in  it.  Both  studio  and  control  board  are  in 
disrepair  and  have  not  been  used  for  eight  months,  plac- 
ing a  burden  on  staff  and  other  equipment.  Live  music 
and  radio  drama  are  available  to  us,  but  cannot  be  per- 
formed because  of  this  situation. 

$  4,500  FOR  THREE  NEW  Ampex  TAPE  RECORDERS.  Our  present 
machines  are  almost  impossible  to  use,  and  the  quality 
of  our  sound  on  the  air  is  suffering. 

$  3,000  FOR  PORTABLE  TAPE  EQUIPMENT.  This  will  enable  us  to 
do  more  timely  documentary  programs — like  the  Little 
Lake  program  in  this  Folio.  Staff  time  spent  in  repairing 
our  present  antiquated  machinery  is  excessive,  and  time 
lost  because  of  equipment  failure  on-the-scene  aggravates 
our  Public  Affairs  Department  and  makes  program  pro- 
duction traumatic. 

$27,000  TO  COVER  IMMEDIATE  BILLS.  This  indebtedness  is  pri- 
marily due  to  an  inadequate  budget  for  1962,  and  we 
are  determined  to  plan  more  realistically  this  year. 

If  you  have  not  responded  to  our  appeal,  please  study  the  facts 
and  do  what  you  can.  If  you  have,  approach  friends  and  associ- 
ates; impress  them  with  the  urgency  of  keeping  our  sound  on  the 
air  free  and  clear.

With  each  succeeding  year  the  con- 
troversial stature  of  Bertolt  Brecht 
grows.  There  are  those  who  claim  him 
as  the  foremost  political  playwright  of 
the  century;  many  insist  his  theater  is 
poetic  rather  than  didactic;  some  con- 
tend his  plays  to  be  the  most  revolu- 
tionary of  his  time;  others  charge 
they  are  rather  conventional  examples 
of  expressionism. 

Our  Brecht  Festival  does  not  intend 
to  resolve  but  rather  to  thicken,  the 
plot.
